an ce to a m in im u m .” 
In a fin al appeal from the dry 
camps, Wm. R. Phelps, direct­ 
or of the emerg en cy prohibition 
m ov em en t in Virg in ia, asserted 
“it is n ot simply a repeated

Leg ion today an d then poin ted 
his “comrades” to the recov ery 
battle, an d a u n ited n ation . 
He told the v eteran s th a t the 
g ov ern m en t m ain tain ed a re­ 
spon sibility for those disabled by 
war serv ice an d hoped to in ­ 
crease these ben efits.
